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RMLD seeks power 
substation in 


North Wilmington

WILMINGTON — 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department is asking the 
Town of Wilmington to 
consider building a new 


power substation on 
Route 125 in the northern 
part of town. 


According to RMLD 
general.manager Coleen 
O’Brien, the substation 
currently located on 
Wildwood Street has 
reached the end of its 
useful life. She stated that 
the current facility is 
lacking capacity in load 
growth areas, and that 
issues are arising related 
to switching feeders. 

“We’ve gotten to a 
point when we’ve done 
as much maintenance as 
we can, and it’s just 
done,” said O’Brien. 

RMLD is unable to 
build a new substation at 
the Wildwood site in par- 
allel with the existing 
station, due to the envi- 
ronmental sensitivity of 
the surrounding area. 

“The wetlands have en- 
croached and there just 
physically isn’t enough 
land to be able to do it,” 
she said. 

O’Brien explained that 
RMLD has spent two 
years in talks with Na- 
tional Grid with regard 
to a small plot of land 
near 115 Volt transmis- 
sion lines on Route 125, 
with the intention of 
building a new substa- 
tion there. After a letter 
of intent and the conduc- 
tion of phase 1 environ- 
mental impact testing, a 
title search revealed that 
the parcel does not 
belong to National Grid, 
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but to the Town of Wil- 
mington. 

In response to questions 
asked by members of the 
board, the current Wild- 
wood station would be 
converted into a switch- 
ing station. The new sta- 
tion would be a substa- 
tion, which would inher- 
ently also have switching 
capability. 

O’Brien also noted that 
RMLD was willing to en- 
tertain “any combina- 
tion” of lease and sale 
for the parcel. 

Members of the board 
noted that they wanted 
to ensure that the parcel 
of land was being used 
in the best possible way 
for the town. Bendel also 
noted that any such 
transaction would need 
to be brought before the 
community at annual 
Town Meeting. 

Selectman Jomarie 
O’Mahony expressed in- 
terest in finding out 
price-per-acre assess- 
ment data for the prop- 


erty. She compared the 


situation to finding mon- 
ey in a coat pocket. 

“I want to make sure 
we’re utilizing it appro- 
priately, and I think that 
warrants further discus- 
sion,” she said. 

In response to ques- 
tions regarding poten- 
tially placing a fire sub- 
station on part of this 
newly re-assessed par-. 
cel, Town Manager Jef- 
frey Hull said, “I would 
caution the idea of look- 
ing at the entire parcel 
as a candidate for full 
buildout,” adding that 
original discussion of the 
plot alongside Route 125 
was in order to protect 
the Brown’s Crossing 
wellfields.

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History: 


1969 was a crazy year j 
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for the cruisers

You could call it the case 
of the crippled cruisers. 
In March 1969, Wilming- 
ton Town Meeting voted 
zero money for new police 
cruisers, Chief Paul Lynch 
had asked for four vehi- 
cles, a station wagon to re- 
place the K-9 car, an un- 
marked cruiser and two 
cruisers, to replace cars 
31 and 32. The two Fords 
were the only “line” cruis- 
ers in the department. 

It had been standard 
practice to replace the crui- 
sers every year. 

Town Manager Sterling 
Morris read the motion 
for Article 11, asking for 
$10,350. Dick Barry of the 
Finance Committee moved 
to amend that figure down 
to $5,350, for only two vehi- 
cles. That figure was voted. 
Only the K-9 wagon and the 
unmarked car were pur- 
chased. 

The next day, one of the 
cruisers broke down and 
had to be towed. It was as 
if the cruisers knew what 
had happened in the meet- 
ing. 

That summer, things went 
from bad to worse and it 
became obvious why cruis- 
ers should be replaced an- 
nually. They are driven 
24/7, sometimes in punish- 
ing duty, with three differ- 
ent drivers each day. 

On the night of July 29, a 


youth kicked in the door at 
Grant’s in the Plaza. Off- 
duty officer Bob Shelley 
witnessed the break and 
called the station. Inspec- 
tor Dan Ballou responded 
in the unmarked car and 
followed the suspect. He 
radioed information to Sgt. 
Jay Palmer, who made the 
arrest. 

Officer Leo Markey mis- 
sed all the excitement, 
though. He was down near 
the Woburn line, sitting in 
a dead cruiser. With all the 
happenings at the Plaza, it 
was 25 minutes before Leo 
got any help. 

Three weeks later, on 
Aug. 19, Officer Jimmy 
Marsi went onto Route 93 
in Car 31 for an accident 
call. There were some mi- 
nor injuries. The ambu- 
lance left. The wrecker 
left. The state trooper left. 
But when Marsi tried to 
leave, it was no-go. He put 


the hood up, called for help : 


and sat there. A passing 
motorist, a mechanic, got 
the cruiser started for him. 

A month later, there was 
a report that neither of the 
two regular cruisers were 
working. The mechanics 
at the town garage took 
the radiator and other 
parts from one to get the 
other running. 

On Oct. 16, Car 32 need- 
ed a new front-end, the en- 
tire steering mechanism. 
This left only one cruiser, 


and that was in shaky con- 
dition. A week later, Car 31 
broke down. It would need 
a new motor, and that 
would take weeks. From 8 
p.m. Monday, Oct. 21 until 
Wed. Oct. 23, there were 
no cruisers. 

Meanwhile, police had 
been puzzling over some 
thefts from Elia’s store in 
North Wilmington, and 
the finger of suspicion was 
pointing at Officer Dick 
Jenkins. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 22, Jen- 
kins was working the sec- 
ond shift. He was told to 
take his own car to North 
Wilmington and walk a 
foot patrol. Jenkins had 
just bought an old Cadil- 
lac from the Town Mana- 
ger. 

I was working late at the 
Town Crier office that 
night, directly across the 
street. As I left the office, I 
saw Jenkins, in uniform, 
standing across the street, 
so I drove over for a chat. 
The Caddy was parked 
between the store and the 
tracks, facing the road. He 
talked about the Cadillac, 
and how he’d been on foot 
patrol with no cruiser. 

The next morning I went 
into the North Wilmington 
Pharmacy for a cup of 
coffee. Ralph Allen said, 
“Did you hear? They ar- 
rested Jenkins last night.” 

“When was that?” I said. 
“I saw him, a little before

midnight.” 

It turned out I had al- 
most been taken in, too. 
Just as the cops were 
about to swoop in on Jen- 
kins, a 57 Chevy wagon 
pulled up to where he was 
standing. That was my 
brother’s Chevy with me 
at the wheel. 

Jenkins had been under 
surveillance the whole 
time he was there. There 
were police everywhere, on 
the roof, next door in the 
old post office, behind the 
stores across the street. 
They had figured out that 
Jenkins had just about fin- 
ished the previous stash of 
meat he’d stolen. So they 
put him in North Wilming- 
ton in his own car, and sure 
enough, he broke into the 
store and filled up his 
trunk with meat. 

He didn’t serve any time 
for the theft, but that was 
the end of his police ca- 
reer. He later bought an 
oil delivery business. 

Car 32 was back in serv- 
ice with a new engine on 
Wednesday, Oct. 23, but

Man arraigned in connection 
with sexual assault at

then, on Nov. 6, it needed 
new brakes. 

As if the problem weren’t 
already severe, on Nov. 20, 
Car 32 was hit broadside 
and totaled. Officer John 
Ritchie was _ hospitalized 
for a few days with a hip 
injury. 

The cruiser problem 
could not be easily solved. 
Without an appropriation, 
money could not be spent. 
If the selectmen were to 
call a Special Town Meet- 
ing, that would take time. 
On Nov. 13, selectmen vo- 
ted to request a transfer of 
$6,896, $3,000 of which was 
for repairs. The request 
was forwarded to the Fi- 
nance Committee. The tim- 
ing, though, did not work 
out. 

Police Chief Paul Lynch 
attended the selectmen’s 
meeting on Nov. 27. He 
told selectmen he had beg- 
ged Town Meeting for four 
vehicles, but had only re- 
ceived two. He lamented 
that he had no support 
from the selectmen. 

On Dec. 1, the selectmen 


opened their meeting with 
a discussion of the cruis- 
ers. During the meeting, 
word was received that Car 
31 had just broken down on 
Burlington Avenue. 

Car 32 was soon replaced 
with a Buick, bought from 
a dealer in Lowell, paid for 


in an account transfer — 


from “free cash.” The state 
authorized some money 
for new cruisers, with a 
stern admonition about 
keeping sufficient money 
in the free cash account 
for such emergencies. 

The cruiser repairs left 
the town on the hook for 
$3,800, and that produced 
another problem. The 
money transfer took place 
in January, and the town 
found itself unable to pay 
in 1970 for 1969 repairs. 
Wilmington Ford reacted 
by refusing to pay some 
$100,000 property taxes. 

The 1970 Town Meeting 
appropriated $5,199 for two 
cruisers, and the appropri- 
ation sailed through with 
no controversy.

School shooting 
prevention 


Some recent significant 
data and studies have 
come out in recent weeks 
from Jillian Peterson of 
Hamline University in St. 
Paul, Minn. and James 
Densley of Metropolitan 
State University, also of 
St. Paul Minn. heading 
up the so called “Vio- 
lence Project” in terms 
of protecting students 
and staff of our schools. 
There is to much to di- 
gest in one column so I 
will give components of 
their research in a cou- 
ple of my columns. 

Up to the time of their 
research, which appears 
to me to be fairly cur- 
rent, the researchers 
made the following com- 
ments: 98 percent of the’ 
shooters were male; 
almost always a student 
in the school (of the 
shooting); were angry or 
despondent over a recent 
event, resulting in suici- 
dal feelings; expected to 
die in the act, so their 
plans were suicidal; suf- 
fered early childhood 
trauma and exposure to 
violence at a young age; 


studied other school 
shootings, often online 
and found (what they 
called) “inspiration”; 
had access to weapons to 
carry out an attack; in 80 
percent of the cases, 
guns belonged to family 
members, most often 
parents and grandpar- 
ents. More on this topic 
will be included in next 
week’s column.

HV Long lake’ in

ow in the world do you 

pronounce that name? 

The village that lies at 

the northern most end 

of the cleanest lake in 
New York state is pronounced 
“skinny-atlas.” Skaneateles is an 
Iroquois name meaning “very 
long lake,” which is appropriate 
for its 16 mile length and nar- 
row feature. 

The town is the self-proclaimed 
eastern gateway to the Finger 
Lakes Region of central New 
York and is a perfect stopover or 
day trip if your travels find you 
out that way. The Finger Lakes 
are the result of slow moving 
glaciers carrying boulders and 
debris and scouring out chan- 
nels as they slid through existing 

river valleys. 

In overly simplified geological 
terms, as the glaciers moved 
through, the deposits closed up 
the valleys and created the lakes 
as they exist today. There are 11 
lakes in total, and their names 
come from Native Americans 
who believed that the Great 
Spirit landed with his hands and 
left his imprint behind. 

There are many indigenous na- 
tions who call the area home, 
including Onondaga, Seneca, Iro- 
quois, Oneida, Mohawk and Cay- 
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uga. There are museums, monu- 
ments and references to the ear- 
liest inhabitants all around the 
area. 

Skaneateles Lake is the fourth 
largest and third deepest of the 
Finger Lakes, and is the source 
of drinking water for the City of 
Syracuse. The lake is considered 
one of the most pristine in New 
York state and has a beautiful 
blue-green hue to it with little 
plant life and almost no algae. 
The water is quite clear and is 
known for.hosting some excep- 
tional smallmouth bass and 
landlocked salmon. 

Walleye and lake trout are also 
plentiful and the lake is busy 
both in summer and in winter 
for ice fishing along with boat- 
ing and other water sports. A 
long public pier puts visitors 
well out into the lake at Clift 
Park, with handy restrooms un- 


der the gazebo and public swim- 


ming in season. 

There are numerous shops and 
restaurants, including the Ska- 
neateles Bakery where you can 
grab a cup of coffee and enjoy a 
handmade donut. This is the 
type of village where benches 
are plentiful and sidewalks are 
wide.. Crosswalks welcome you 
to explore both sides of the 
street, and charming architec- 
ture is well preserved despite a 
devastating fire in 1935 which 
consumed 13 lakeside buildings.

Let’s do the Time Warp again... 
This famous song lyric is from a 
favorite Halloween movie with a 
massive cult following that has 
spanned for decades. 

“Time Warp” somewhat de- 
scribes the feelings and experi- 
ence many of us from the 1970’s 
and 80’s have when we now view 
“The Rocky Horror Picture 
Show,” however, many aspects 
of this musical/horror movie still 
resonates with audiences today. 

Based on the 1973 musical 
stage production, “The Rocky 
Horror Show,” the movie was ori- 
ginally released in 1975 by 20th 
Century Fox. This campy mix of 
horror, comedy, and music cov- 
ered uncharted waters in the film 
industry of the 1970’s, but was 
critically panned upon initial re- 
lease. 

Despite bad reviews, the movie 
quickly became a cult favorite, 
perhaps because of the movies 
mesmerizing soundtrack, outra- 
geous costumes and makeup, 
and sexual undertones. With a 
growing cult following, theater 
owners started to feature mid- 
night showings and audience 
participation. 

The plot of the movie follows 
the adventures of the newly 
engaged Brad Majors (played by 
Barry Bostwick) and Janet Weiss 
(played by Susan Sarandon). The 
unsuspecting couple finds them- 
selves lost with a flat tire on a 
dark and stormy night. In search 
of a phone, they come to the cas- 
tle of Dr. Frank-N-Furter (played 
by Tim Curry). The Doctor is a 
self proclaimed transvestite from 


Transylvania, and is hosting an 
annual Transylvanian conven- 
tion at his castle for the week- 
end. 

The young couple soon real- 
izes they have stumbled upon 
the Doctor’s work in progress 
and creation, “Rocky” who has 


Most buildings are renovated 
from their original purpose -but 
have a non-commercial charm. 

Town history is on display in 
The Creamery, an old dairy stor- 
age building which was ulti- 
mately gifted to the town and 
renovated to house a museum.

The area, 
thanks to its rich soil and cli- 
mate, was the foremost grower 
and supplier of teasels to woolen 
mills around the world until a 
steel teasel was invented many 
years later. 

Incorporated in 1830, Skaneat- 
eles became a place where water 
power was viewed as an op- 
portunity to help the larger Syra- 
cuse industrial machine. Since 
the town and village are just 30 
minutes from the city, Skane- 
ateles was and is a desirable, and 
now wealthy suburb, with well- 
regarded schools and crime-free 
quality of life. 

The railroad never made it to 
Skaneateles and the Erie ‘Canal 
is not nearby, two factors which 


-actually helped preserve the 


quiet nature of the community 
and limited commercialization, 


been brought to life by the mis- 
guided Doctor.

Cannabis Control Com. to eliminate 
patient registration, renewal fees 


BOSTON — Starting 
Nov. 1, certifying patients 
who register through Mas- 
sachusetts’ Medical Use of 
Marijuana Program will 
no longer be required to 
pay a $50 annual regis- 
tration or renewal fee, the 
Cannabis Control Com- 
mission (Commission) an- 
nounced Tuesday. 

The change comes after 
the Commission unani- 
mously approved new me- 
dical use of marijuana 
regulations which are sla- 
‘ted to be promulgated by 


the Secretary of State in 
November. The Commis- 
sion voted to eliminate the 
patient registration and 
renewal fee after receiv- 
ing feedback from pa- 
tients, evaluating finan- 
cial impacts to the pro- 
gram, and identifying its 


_ ability to offset lost rev- 


enue. 

“Over the course of the 
regulatory drafting pro- 
cess, the Commission 


heard from many patients. 


who described the annual

had moved around a lot 
usually with (their biolog- 


ical) parents, who were 
trying to stay one step 
ahead of the law and 
DCF," said Sue Zeppi. 

The biological parents 
had been living in the 
East Boston area and had 
been in and out of jail for 
various reasons. 

"(Allie and Geena) had 
been in thirteen different 
schools with much of the 
time, each year missing 
large blocks of time from 
school," said Sue. "All 
three kids are smart and 
have never needed any 
education plans. They all 
suffered through lots of 


| trauma (before we met 


them), but settled into a 
home routine fairly well. 
Their biological parents 
never made it easy on our 


_ family or on the kids, con- 


stantly trying to separate 
and create division." 
While the biological par- 
ents were trying to do 
that, back at the Zeppi 
household, things were 


_ Settling down with their 


large family which 
includes, Faith 
McConnell-Zeppi (35), 


biological siblings Jodi 

(34) and Theresa Tran 
(32), Allie (25), Geena 
(23) and Rocco (17), as 
well as Renato and Sue’s 
biological daughter 
Rachel (24). 

In 2003, Faith went on to 
graduate from WHS and 
went on to the Lowell 
Academy Hairstyling 
Institute. She along with 
the "love of her life" 
Brendan Callinan, would 
later on become proud 
parents of Kyle, who is 
now 10-years-old. 

"Faith’s my sister and 


she gave birth to my 


nephew and he and I are 
best friends. It definitely 
has been hard playing

is quite remarkable and 
has come so far that 
sometimes I'm amazed 
that he's the same child.
